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| recalls the fact that the Government of the 

United States has particularly recognized 
this principle, and has acted accordingly 
whenany injury has been committed by its 
people against any one holdingan official 
position of a foreign country, in consequence 
of acts which had aroused resentment. In 
such cases the United States has never sought 
words of little weight or ambiguous meaning 
in order to make reparation, but have con- 
demned such actsin vigorous and energetic 
terms, and have never refused to give other 
adequate satisfaction. The honorable Sec- 
retary of State, Mr. Blaine, states’ moreover 
that it is not his intention to disouss the de- 
tails of the incident of October, but only to 
set forth the conclusions at which his Gov- 
ernment has arrived. The honorable {Secre- 
tary of State says: 


We have given every kind of opportunity to the 
Government of Chili to offer explanatory or extenu- 
ating circumstances, and we have given due consia- 
eration to the fact that the Government of Chill. 
during a great part of the time which has elapsed 
since the 16th of October, has been in a provisional 
situation. 5 


He then adds that he is Girected by his Ex- 
cellency, Mr. Harrison, to say that he has 
been compelled to take notice of the instruc- 
tions sent by Mr. Matta, Mmister of Foreign 
Affairs, to the Chilian Minister at Washing- 
ton, under date of Dec. 11, because, although 
they were not officially communicated to his 
Government, they received the greatest pos- 
sible publicity, and that consequently he de- 
mands the immediate withdrawal of the said 
instructions as to those parts which he con- 
siders offensive, and adequate satisfaction, 
in order that the diplomatic relations be- 
tween the two nations may not be inter- 
rupted. 

Without any intention of opening a discus- 
sion as to the facts referred to by the com- 
munication, which I have extracted, and 
confining myself to the first part of the in- 
structions of the honorable Secretary of 
State, the undersigned must state to your 
Excellency the regret with which the Gov- 
ernment of Chili sees that His Excellency, 
the President of the United States, finds 
reason to continue to regard the incident of 
October as an attack capsed by a hostile feel- 
ing toward the uniform of the Navy of the 
United States. That unfortunate occurrence 
took place ona sudden, in a district where 
the sailors of the vessels lying in the Bay of 
Valparaiso are in the habit of assembling, 
without distinction of nationality. 

From the nature of the incident it would be 
impossible to prove that there was no doubt 
as to the special cause which served as its 
origin or pretext, but the undersigned can 
assert that that cause was not a hostile feel- 
ing towards the uniform of the navy of the 
United States, because the people of Chill 
have always esteemed and respected that 
uniform ever since the time when it saw it 
Oguring honorably in the ranks of the 
soldiers and sailors who, ina glorious strug- 
gie, gave it independence and established 
the republic. The undersigned admits that 
the occurrence of Oct. 16 was of greater grav- 
ity than those which usually occur in the 
same district among the sallors who frequent 
it, and the fact of knowing that two 
deaths have resulted from it among 
the sixteen wounded men of the Baltimore, 
has sufficed to give it an extraordinary char- 
acter, and to induce the Government of 
Chill to hasten to adopt the measures neces- 
sary to discover and punish the guilty parties 
and to offer in due time, if there should be ground 
Sor so doing, such reparation as might be due. The 
preliminary action was commenced on tbe 
morning which followed the night of the con- 
filct, some days before you presented your 
complaint, but the investigation could not be 
finished with the rapidity that the Govern- 
ment of Chill desired, because the rulesof 
procedure in criminal matters which are 
established by our laws are of slow applica- 
tion, and it was not possible for the Presi- 
dent of the republic to modify or set them 
aside. This delay, which was inevitable owing 
tothe independence with which the judicial 
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tive to enforce the just right of the nation in 
this matter has given an instructive and use- 
ful illustration of the unity and patriotism of 
our people. Should it be necessary, I will 
again communicate with Congress upon the 
subject.

these sentiments before now, since on vari- 
ous Occasions, and through the plenipotenti- 
aries of both countries,he has forwarded 
explicit declarations on the subject ot Wash- 
ington. The undersigned takes the liberty to 
recall the fact that, five days after he had 
taken charge of the Department of Foreign 
Relations, he addressed tothe Minister of 
Chili in the United States a telegram which, 
in the part relating to this matter says: 

Express to the United States Government what has 
already been stated, adding all the data that is 
known, in the most correct and amicable form; ex- 
press to the United States Government very sincere 
regret on account of this unfortunate incident, 
which, although not strafigein the ports of the 
world, this Government doubly laments, owing to 
its sincere desire to cultivate friendship with the 
United States. 

If the United States Government should not 
accept the foregoing explanation as satis- 
factory, notwithstanding that the judicial 
authorities hold the guilty parties respon- 
sible for the disorder of Oct. 16, the unaer- 
signed must recall the circumstance that 
the Government of ohn, through the 
medium of its Minister in Wash- 
ington, has expressed the desire 
to submit any misunderstanding (dispute) 
to decision by arbitration by any power or 
tribunal which may be indicated to it; and, 
in fact, arbitration was suggested in confer- 
ence with the Ministerof Onili in Washing- 
ton on the 80th of December, when the Gov- 
ernment of the undersigned declared its 
good will and its resolve to accept arbitra- 
tion afterthe final judgment which would 
not be farther delayed many days, in further- 
ance of its purpose to give a speedy 
solution to the incident in most friendly 
terms. The Government of the undersigned 
called upon its Minister for a definite reply on 
the lith inst., and on the 13th Minister Montt 
reported, that notwithstanding certain ob- 
servations made by the American State De- 
partment with respect to the opportuneness 
of resorting to arbitration, he had neverthe- 
less agreed with the Hon. Mr. Blaine that, if 
‘any divergence of views or disaccord should 
supervene after the verdict cf the judge at 
Valparaiso, such controversy would yield to 
arbitration. 

The undersigned hastened todeclare that 
he would fully accept such an agreement; for 
which reason the Government of Chili deems 
that the case has arisen for submitting to 
arbitration, in terms as ample as those above 
indicated, any difference of views which it 
may have with the Government of the United 
States concerning the incident of the Balti- 
more. 

There is therefore submitted to the Honor- 
able Secretary of State of the Department of 
Foreign Relations of Washington the desig- 
nation of either the Supreme Court of Justice 
of the United States ora tribunal of arbitra- 
tion to determine the reparation which Chili 
may have to make for that lamentable 
oecurrence. 

As for the dispatch addressed under date of 
the llth of December tothe Chilian Minister 
in Washington by the Minister of Foreign 
Relations of the Provisional Government, 
the undersigned submits that there could 
not be on the part ofthe Government of 
Chill, the purpose to inflict any offense upon 
the Government of the United States, with 
which it desires ever to eultivate’ the most 
friendly relations. Consequentiy the under- 
signed deplores that in the telegram there 
were employed through ap error of judg- 
ment the expressions which are offensive in 
the judgment of your Government, declar- 
ing, in fulfillment of a high duty of courtesy 
and sincerity towarda friendly nation, that 
the Government of Chill absolutely with- 
draws the said expressions. 

The undersigned trusts that this frank and 
explicit declaration which confirms that 
which has already been made to the Honor- 
able Secretary of State in Washington will 
carry to the mind of His Excellency, Mr. 
Harrison, ofhis Government that the people 
of Chill, far from entertaining a feeling of 
hostility, has the lively desire to maintain the 
good and cordial relations which up to the 
present time exist between the two countries 
—a deciaration which is made without reser- 
vation in order that it may receive such pub- 
licity as your government may deem suit. 
able. With regard tothe suggestion made 
touching the change of the personnel of 
your Legation, to which the _ instruc- 
tions of the honorable Secretary of 
State refer, It is incumbent upon the un- 
dersigned to declare that the Government of 
Chill will take no positive step without the 
accord of the Government of the United 
States with which it desires to maintain it 
self in friendly understanding. 

The undersigned brings this already long 
communication to a close in the assurance 
that he has therein set forth everything that 
can fully satisfy your Government. The 
Government of Chili cherishes the conviction 
that the relations with the Government 
of the United States should be sin- 
cerely and cordially maintained 
under the shelter of that mutual respect and 
that good understanding which are based 
upon the just and equitable appreciation of 
the facts and on the appreciation to be given 
to the spontaneous declarations made on 
either side. The undersigned moreover 
declares that in presenting its expilana- 
tion his government finds its inspira- 
tion in the words of the instructions which 
you have quoted, and which assure the Gov- 
ernment of Chili that the President is ‘not 
disposed to exact or ask anything which 
your Government would not under the same 
circumstances spontaneously concede. 

With sentiments of distinguished con- 
sideration, I am your obedient servant.

ADDITIONAL OO RRESPONDENCE, 


MIXIGTER MONTT’S NOTE TO BLAINE AND THE 
SECRETARY'S RESPONSE. 


WashinoTor, D. C., Jan. 2.—The following 
correspondence has taken place since the 
issuance of the ultimatum of the United 
States on the 2ist Inst. and in connection with 
Chili’s reply thereto, accompanied the Presi- 
Gent’s message to Congressto-day.

In the numerous conferences with which you 
have been pleased to favor me, I nave 
informed youthat immediately after the oc- 
currence of the events of Oct. 15 at Valpar- 
also, Which my government most sincerely 
deplored ,the judicial authorities initiated the 
investigation necessary to throw light upon

This is also quite 
natural. The intoxication of seamen and the 
disorders to which it gives rise, although thy 
may assume serious proportions occasion- 
ing every lamentabie ense, as was un- 
fortunately the case at Valparaiso on the 16th 
of October, cannot constitute an insult to the 
nation in whose service are the men who 
have taken part in the disorder, 
although they certainly do not justify 
the offenses committed during the dlis- 
orders. The ernment of Chilt 
could not, however, form a final opinion con- 
cerning the nature of the occurrence in ques- 
tion or as to whether the police had or had 
not improper rticipated therein, or had 
failed to orm its duty until the 
termination of the judicial investigation 
which had been Initiated without delay and 
which was pushed forward as speedily as 
patible with the provisions 
of the law, with the obligation of col- 
lecting all the elements of proof that it was 
2 e to collect in order to throw full 
ight upon the matter and with the neces- 
sity of promptly punishing the per- 
petrators of the Offenses which had been 
committed and which had been in part 
suffered by persons tn the service of a friend- 
ly nation. It was the desire and the duty of 
the Government Of Chili to discover the truth, 
in order to make its future proceedings 
conform thereto and in order that the United 
States Government might be satisfied that 
nothing was ne ed in order to do full 
justice, You were pleased with your high 
sense of rectitude to remark to methat this 
proceeding of the Government of Chill was 
correct, and although you. desired the judl- 
cial investigation might de brought to a close 
with as little delay as possible, you under- 
stood that it was necessary that the ordinary 
proceedings (which were not as rapid in 
Chili as in the United States) should 
be held. I have taked occasion at 
r times to inform you of what 
the Chilian authorities were doing to bring 
the insubordination to a close. In thecrim- 
mal trial held at Valparaiso not only have 
landsmen been heard, but also the seamen 
ofthe Baltimore; but have been confronted 
with each other, the reports of physicians 
and experts have been called for, the opin- 
ion of the surgeon of the cruiser has likewise 
been invoked and in a word nothing has been 
neglected that could tend to bring the whole 
truth to lignt. The seamen of the Baltimore 
made their statements with the as- 
an interpreter desi- 
themselves, who was an 
officer of the cruiserso that the oath taken 
by the witnesses, their confrontation with 
each other, the reports of the experts con- 
cerning the cause and mature of the wounds 
and the hearing granting both Chilians and 
Americans so that all might present 
the complaints and charges and be heard in 
their own justification, give incontestabie 
authority to the trial held at Valparaiso. -In 
the course of our conference we sometimes 
considered the case in which the Government 
of the United States and that of Chill 
should fall to agree when the 
investigation should be terminated and the 
two governments should have formed their 
final Opinion and wé agree that arbitration 
was the best means of settling the difficulty 
and advancing farther in this conciliatory 
spirit, we even formally agreed that the 
differences that might arise should be 
submitted to arbitration; this r to 
accept arbitration has been the is of sev- 
eral of our conferences, and especially that of 
the 18th inst., and no antecedent or fact. m- 
terfering therewith has come to my know!l- 
edge. On the contrary, I took occasion to.in- 
form you on the ist_of uary ieee my 
Government authorize t ud ah agree- 
ment looking to arbitration, and my Govern- 
ment subsequently approved the agreement 
concurred by me with you of which I also in- 
formed you. As the criminal trial initiated 
at Valparaiso has not yet come to an end, 
my Government has not et been 
able to reply to the demands made by that of 
the United States. The various documents 
and antecedents to which Ihave called your 
attention in my foregoing communication 
sent were designated to inform the 
United States of the progress of the ju- 
dicial Investigation and of the facts thereby 
elicited ; they no not. however, 
constitute a reply whicn can only be given 
when the facts are definitely brought to light 
by the sentence which must be pronounced 
by the courts. The testimony which the 
Government of the United States has caused 
to be taken in California from the crew 
of the Baltimore cannot take the 
place of the trial which is deing 
held at Valparaiso, where the offenses were 
committed. Thistestimony may be useful 
for disciplinary or administrative purposes 
in the United States, but it cannot serve as 
the basis of a judicial sentence either in Chill 
or in the United States. The copy 
which 1 have to-day the honor 
to send you of the statement made by 
one of the seamen of the Baltimore at Val- 
paraiso shows that that seaman made no 
charge against the police. The charges 
which he makes here in the absence of the 
accused parties in contradiction of his first 
statement, can have no value either in law 
or in your enlightened opinion. It is to be 
observed moreover that the statement made 
by this seaman at Valparaiso is attested 
by the judge, by the signature of the seaman 
himself, and by that of the interpreter, who 
was an officer of the Baltimore, who 
had been appointed for the express purpose 
of inspiring the desponents with confidence. 
You were pleasedtostate in your instruc- 
tions to Mr. Egan that the undersigned has 
not communicated to the United States Gov- 
ernment the note that was addressed to him 
by Mr. Matta on the 18th of December last. 
The first time that the Honorable Secretary 
of State saw fit to call my attention 
to the affair, said note of Mr. Matta 

I told him that that note contain 
instructions addressed to me by Mr: Matta 
and that as Ihad not been directed to com- 
municate it officially to the Department of 
State there was no reason why the Honorable 
Secretary should take cognizance of it. I 
further reminded you that it was a doctrine

Professional Testimony Given in the 
Harris Trial. 


EVIDENCE THAT THE YOUNG WIFE WAS 
KILLED BY DRUGS. 


Dr. N. H. Thompson’s Answer to a Hypo- 
thetical Question—What the Husband 
Has Admitted—Miss Scofield’s Affida- 
vit Ruled Out—Residu from the Wo- 
man’s Stomach Tested. 


New YorK, Jan. 28.—The Harris trial was 
chiefly given up to-day to the testimony of 
a technical nature on the analysis of Helen 
Potts’ stomach. Prof. Witthausof the Uni- 
versity of the City of New York was on the 
stand. He described the analysis of the 
stomach and how he had found traces of 
morphine, but none of quinine. The strong- 
est technical testimony so far in the case is in 
favor of the prosecution. 

With defendarit’s counsel sat a number of 
expert chemists, who watched the testimony 
in Harris’ interest. 

Dr. Allan Hamilton was the first witness 
cross-examined. He said he was ready to 
swear that the girl did not die of any affec- 
tion of the organs of the heart, 
brain or liver, He declared his 
belief that the girl died of narcotic 
poisoning. Prof. Witthaus is a short man 
with sandy side whiskers and a mustache. He 
isa fluent talker. For two hours and a half 
he held the jury. In the stomach he had 
found traces of chloride of morphine, The 
a mount he estimated at six one-thousanths 
of a grain.

Meet and Formulate Plans forthe Fut- 
ure—A Number of Prominent Third 
Party Leaders ‘Present—Washburn of 
Massachusetts on the Situation. 


Cuicaco, III., Jan. 28.—The conference of 
the People’s Party representatives which 
opened yesterday, continued to-day. The 
object was to discuss the situation witha 
view to formulating plans for the future. 

II. k. Taubeneck of Marshall, III., and G. 
r Washburn of Boston, Eastern member of 
the National Executive Committee of the 
People’s Party, registered atthe Sherman 
yesterday. Gen. Weaver of lowa, and Igna- 
tius Donnelly of Minnesota arrived. Miss 
ryraneis Willard of this city, will also be pres- 
entat the meeting. 

We desire that representatives of the va- 
rious reform elements of this country should 
come together and exchange ideas, said Mr. 
Washburn. Both of the old parties are in a 
hole from which it will be difficult for them 
to escape. We'simply wish to meet and con- 
sult as to the best means of massing the re- 
form vote ofthis country. The result will be, 
I think, beneficial tothe Nation.“ 

is not the result in the South rather a sur- 
prise to the members of the People’s party in 
the North?’’ was asked.

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DEALING WITH ZIEGENHEIN. 


Collector ZIEGENHEIN was accused by 
the Post-DIsPATOH of permitting liquor to 
be sold in hundreds of places in violation 
of the dramshop law, without dramshop 
license and without fear of prosecution. 

His obstinate hiding of official informa- 
tion needed for a comparison between his 
list of paid up licenses and the one in the 
office of the Federal tax collector, was 
cited as an indication that he was not only 
permitting others to violate the dramshop 
law, but was himself systematically vio- 
lating it and making himself liable to 
heavy penalties by issuing licenses on 
credit contrary to law. 

Councilman ANDERSON’s resolution 
called on him for a list of the licenses is- 
sued and in force Jan. 15, showing to 
whom each license was issued, the amount 
paid thereon, the dates of issue and expi- 
ration and the location of each shop. 

Instead of responding to this authori- 
tative call for official information with the 
specified report, Collector ZIEGENHEIN 
shrank from his duty like a guilty coward, 
and with the aid of President WALBRIDGE, 
the brewery ‘‘pulls’’ and de push, re- 
sorted toa most discreditable method of 
getting the Council, in the absence of the 
mover of the resolution, toaccept as a 
satisfactory response a letter of ‘‘confes- 
sionand avoidance’’ containing none of 
the information which the Council had 
called for and which he apparently dared 
not give. 

This systematic collusion of sworn offi- 
cers of the law at violations of law and sup- 
pression of the evidence of official crook- 
edness and perjury—where is it to stop? 
It is wronging honest saloon-keepers who 
obey the law and pay their taxes. Itis 
wronging tax-payers by diverting large 
amounts of revenue from the State and city 
treasuries and from the schoolfund. It 
matters not how the diverted money is di- 
vided or applied in politics, the thing can 
be stopped! 

The plea that former collectors under 
laws differing from those which ZIEGEN- 
HEIN disobeys did not collect as much as 
he does isa transparent subterfuge. The 
fault is not so much in the law as in the 
unwillingness and failure of those who are 
charged with its enforcement, and who 
rely on a wide-spread official conspiracy to 
protect them from the heavy penalties to 
which they expose themselves by their 
failure to epforce it. 

But a protective association of deter- 
mined citizens, indignant at the foisting 
of saloons upon residence blocks and at the 
nullification of our dramshop laws by the 
Collector and other officials, could soon 
compel those officials to showamore de- 
cent regard for their official obligations and 
less slavish deference to the advice of the 
retained attorney and political henchman 
of the brewery combine.

HIS ADVISER. 


Ziegenhein Sought No Opinion of 
City Counselor Marshall. 

His Attorney Was Senator McGinnis, 
the Brewers’ Representative. 


THE CITY COUNSELOR WOULD PRESS 
HIM TO HIS DUTY. 


Laws Showing Clearly That-He Can Col- 
lect License Fees If He Wishes From 
the Clubs, Booths and Vagrant Saloons 
High-Class Saloon-Keepers Indignant 
at the Methods Which Support Unfair 
Competition. 


City Counselor William ©, Marshall was 
asked to-day by the Post DrspaTca if the law 
did not provide for the collection of a city 
liquor license from the clubs, drug stores, 
picnic parties and Fair Grounds booth-kKeep- 
ers. Collector Ziegenhein has claimed that 
his inability to collect license fees from those 
sources, allof which pay the United States 
license, explained t discrepancy between 
his returns and those of United States Vollec - 
tor Wennecker. 

The City Counselor declared that he could 
not give an opinion to the question, 

**Why not?’’ he was asked, f 

**Because as the City Counselor I must give 
Mr. Ziegenhein an opinion on this point if he 
asks it, and it would bee manifestly improper 
for me to anticipate that. 

Hag the Collector never asked your opin 
ion upSn the duties of his office?’’ 

No, he has not. 

It is worth while to note that Collector 
Ziegenhein is the only official of the city who 
ignores the assistance of the City Counselor. 
But the Collector doubtless thinks 
he has a better one in State 
Senator James ©, McGinnis. Senator 
McGinnis is sent to Legislature every four 
years by the brewers of South. St. Louis to 
take care of projects to submit prohibition 
to the people of the State and to look after 
the beer interests generally. The 
brewers own own outrightor have mortgaged 
on about 1,000 of the 1,800 saloons in the city 
and attend to the license ot Ag for them, 
Anything that hurts the little er saloons 
puts the brewersto trouble. The Anderson 
resolution made them send for Senator Me- 
Ginnis, and the Senator at once went into 
counsel with the Collector. 

Of course, he did’n want City Counsellor 
Marshall's opinion with Senator McGinnis 
to advise him. 

It was probably Senator McGinnis 
who conceived the masterly stroke of 
sending in the Collector’s report 
while Councilman William T. Ander- 
— who had proposed the inquiry was ab- 
sent. 

It was probably Senator McGinnis’ astute 
mind that arranged with President Wal- 
bridge the vindicating scheme by which the 
Collector's evasive and misleading report 
was declared to be ‘‘full and satisfactory.’’ 

WHAT ANDERSON ASKED. 

Councilman Anderson’s resolution was: 

That the City Collector be requested to furnished 
the City Council with a statement showing the num- 
ber of dramshop licenses issued by him that were in 
force on Jan. 15, 1892, to whom issued, where each 
shop is located, the amount paid for each license, the 
date of its issue and when4t expires, 

It was Senator McGinnis who prepared a 
report for the Oollector that, instead of 
answering those questions as Councilman 
Anderson intended them to be answered, 
replied that ‘‘there are about 1,800, including 
fractional as wen as whole Neenses,’’ and 
then got away from that dangerous matter. 

LAWS SHOVED TO ONE SIDE. 

No wonder that, with sucha helpful ad- 
visor, he did not go to City Counselor Mar- 
shall for an opinion. The Oity Counselor 
could have done nothing but show him the 
lawand explain it to him and that was not 
what the Collector was after. 

In the Collector's report to the Council, he 
says that city licenses are evaded by nomadic 
saloon-keepers, by baway houses, by drug 
Stores, clubs and Fair Grounds booths, 
from all of which the United States 
agents collect. If he had consulted the City 
| Counselor instead of Senator McGinnis he 
would have been told that the law plainly 
directs him to collect a license from all of 
those places exceptthe immoral houses, and 
requires the prosecution of those. 

MUST COLLECT FROM ALL. 

The extracts from the statutes would have

No person shall, directly or indirectly, sell intoxi- 
cating liquorsinany quantity less than one gallon 
without taking out a license as a dramshop-keeper..

Sec. 4578. COLLECTOR TO UOLLECT LICENSE. — 
The collector shall, without delay, collect from such

Sec. 4579. No LIcENSE TO IssUE WrTHoUT CoL- 
LECTOR’s RECEIPT. —The clerk shall not deliver to 
any persona license as a dram-shop keeper unt 
such person shall produce the receiptof the col- 
lector, showing that all the taxes levied on the same 
have been paid. 

Sec, 4583. PENALTY FoR VIOLATING THIS ARTI- 
CLE.—Any person convicted of a violation of any of 
the presenting provisions of this article shall be fined 
in a sum not less than $40 nor more than $200.

There is no exception here. Nobody is al- 
lowed by law to seni uquor in quantities less 
than one gallon without taking out a dram- 
shop license. 

HE DOESA’T WANT AID. | 

If Cellector Ziegenhein had then pleadea 
his official impotence as he dia to the 
Council Counselor Marshall would have 
reminded him that the law gives the Ool- 
lector every aid in getting his license fees. 
A few more pages of the statutes would have 
been turned over and this point would have 
been given him by the law:

WOMEN AND CHILDREN BADLY IN NEED 
OF CLOTHING. 


The Work of Relief Being Carried On by 
the “Post-Dispatch”’—Meeting Last 
Night of the St. Vincent de Paul So- 
clety—New Oases of Destitution Re- 
ported by the Police, : 


The supplies of clothing for the poor are 
still coming in to the Post-DIsrpaTcH Recelv- 
ing Depot, 615 Market street, which. is kept 
open for that purpose trom s a. m. to op. m. 
Every kind of clothing is acceptable, and the 
need for garments of all kinds among the 
poor is still very great despite the amount 
that has already been distributed. 

To-day a great many bundles ot all Kinds 
of goods were received, including bed 
clothes, under clothes, shoes and outer 
clothing and a large consignment of bread, 
such as was received yesterday, and turned 
over to the police for distribution. 

The cases of destitution reported from all 
sides are still as great as ever, and many new 
ones are being found, which are really deserv- 
ing. Occasionally a person is an applicant 
for assistance who after investigatiou turns 
out to be an impostor, but such cases are 
few when compared with the immense num- 
ber of genuine ones. 

The womenand children, as a matter of 
course, are suffering the most, as they can: 
not go about securing oda jobs here apd 
there as the men do, and earna few cents at 
atime. It must be said to the credit of the 
men of St. Louls, that there are very few of 
them who seek aseistance as long as they are 
able to work. Under these conditions it can 
be seen that the need for women and chi- 
dren’s clothing is the greatest and that every 
varment, no matter how old or how faded 
and worn, will bé a blessing and a relief to 
some unfortunate. The children need shoes 
and stockings, and there are many of them 
whoare compelled for economy’s sake to 
take off their stockings when they reach a 
piace of shelter in their poor homes, and save 
them sothat they will have something to 


wear when they go out.

WILL TAKE A HAND. 


The State Democratic Committee to 
Help Redistrict Missouri. 


WHY THE NEXT MEETING IS TO BE HELD 
IN JEFFERSON CITY. . | 


Dissatisfaction Over Sending the Conven- 
tion to the State Capital—Pull Eujoyed 
by That Town-—-Why Committeeman 
Burks Suggested Ste. Genevieve—Gen- 
eral Political News. 


Most ofthe members of the State Demo- 
cratic Committee left for their homes this 
morning and but few of the candidates and 
State officers who gathered here to meet 
them could be seen about the Laclede this 
morning. The next meeting of the com- 
mittee is to be held in Jefferson City Feb. 24. 
This will be the second week of the special 
session of the Legislature, and the State or- 
ganization of Democracy is expected 
to take an active part in the 
framing of a bill to redistricf the congres- 
sional and judicial boundaries. Chairman 
Mafiitt, speaking on this subject this morn 
ing, said: Our principal object in fixing 
that time and place tor our next general 
meeting was to meet the army of Democrats 
who will be gathered in the capital city from 
all sections of the State. We want to meet 
them and get all the information possible re- 
garding the condition of the party in their 
respective localities. There is nothing to 
prevent the State Republican Committee or 
any other organization from meeting in Jef- 
ferson City at the same time. I Knowof 
nothing that the State Committee has done 
looking tothe arrangement of the congres- 
sional boundaries. 

DON’T LIKE JEFFERSON CITY. 

The action of the committee in sending the 
convention for the selection of delegates to 
the National Convention to Jefferson City has 
not given satisfaction. The st. Louis Dem- 
ocrats complain that Jefferson Oity has not 
furnished the proper accommodations in the 
past, and the same complaint comes from 
Kansas City. The men who spoke for Jeffer- 
son City before the State organization 
are allinfiuentialin State politics and this is 
given as the reason that a majority of the 
committeemen voted to send it there. Sena- 
tor Jasper N. Burks of the Tenth District was 
one of the committeemen who opposed Jef- 
ferson City. When he saw that the capital 
city had a sure thing on the first of the three 
conventions, he created some merriment by 
nominating the ancient town of Ste. Gene- 
vieve, which has no rail connections. He said 
Ste. Genevieve was as competent 
to take care of the convention as Jefferson, 
and those who objected to taking the river to 
get there could take horses, mules or walk. 
He had in his time ridden twenty miles on a 
lean mule to get toa Democratic convention. 
Another point in favor of Ste. Genevieve was 
thatit furnished much better whisky at 10 
cents than could be gottenin Jefferson City 
for 15 cents. 

While Henry W. Ewing was waxing elo- 

vent in favor of sending the convention to 

efferson City, Senator Burks asked if they 
still fed the people on rabbits up 
there. Mr. Ewing solemniy assured the 
meeting that the colored population had ex- 
terminated all the rabbitsin Cole and Calla- 
way Counties. 
OUGHT TO BE HELD HERE. 

Speaking toa Posr- Disraren reporter to- 
day Committeeman Burks said: The con- 
vention ought to be held here and 1 am sur- 

rised St. Louls made no effort for it. 

am sure the people all through 
the Southeast would rather come 
here than go to Jefferson City. Delegates 
who attend these conventions ought to be 
well accommodated, because asa rule they 
spend money freely to pay for what they get. 
I hope St. Louis will reach out for the other 
conventions.’’ 

EXPECT MUCH WRANGLING. 

The opinion of the politicig@ns who came 
here toattend the meeting was that there 
would be some lively times in the special ses- 
sion, not only over the Congressional boun- 
daries, but the judicial lines 
well. The Circuit Judges 
hold Democratic districts 
object to any great changes on the bounda- 
ries and Demactatic lawyers ambitious to be- 
come judges, but who are prevented by the 
Republican aspect of their sections, will want 
them changed to make them Democratic. In 
doing this the Assembly will have to 
make some districts now Democratic, reliably 
Republican.

Prospect that More Good Money Will Be 
Sent After That Already Lost—Hungary 
in the Thrges of a Hot Political Cam- 
Paign—General Foreign News-—Brietf 
Mention. 


Panis, Jan. 28.—It is expected that a report 
Will soon be made to the Chambers on the 
subject of Government assistance in the 
completion of the Panama Canal. To under- 
stand the present situation, itis reqyisite to 
state that the ninety-three years’ concession 
of the canal granted by the Colo mbian Gov 
ernment in May, 1678, stipulated for the 
opening of the canal within twelve years, In 
1881 M. De Lesseps formed his Panama Canal 
company, which stopped payment and sus- 
pended operations in December, 1888. The 
amount of capital raised by that now bank 
rupt company amounted, according to the 
liquidator, to 1,329,693,078 francs. Almost the 
whole of this enormous capital was furnished 
by the small capitalists, who placed bund 
confidence in M. De Les sepe and who saw in 

‘the enterprise another colossal success sim!- 
lar to that of Suez. 
Soon after the discomfiture of M. De Les- 
seps’ company the judicial MNquidator, with 
the support of the Government, sent a tech- 
nical commission tothe Isthmus of Panama 
to determine Whether it would be possible to 
complete the work. This commission, at the 
head of which was the celebrated engineer, 
M. Guillemin, declared in its report that 
there were no insurmountable obstacles to 
the completion of the canal with locks. The 
capital required for that work was estimated 
at 600,000,000 francs. 

Inthe meantime M. Napoleon Bonaparte 
Wyse was sent by the judicial liquidator to 
negotiate with the Colombian Government 
forthe prolongation of the time originally 
fixed for the’ opening of the canal. This was 
obtained in .December, 1890. The Colombian 
Government granteda further delay of ten 
years for the opening of the canal, on condl- 
tion that the bankrupt company should hand 
over all its assets, plant and rights to anew 
company, to be constituted for the comple- 
tion of the canal, and that the new company 
should resume the canal works by Feb. 28, 
1898, at the latest. If, then, the proposed 
new company isnot formed within the next 
twelve months the concession will lapse and 
the Panama canal stockholders be deprived 
of their last hope. It is on these grounds that 
the stockholders expect, it is said, with rea- 
son an early recommendation in favor of 
carrying the work to completion. 


HUNGARIAN ELEOTIONsS. 


RIOTING AND DISORDER ENGENDERED BY THE 
CAMPAIGN. 

Bupa Preru, Jan. 2%.—The elections for 
members of the Hungarian Diet have com- 
menced. The animosities of the political 
parties, which have been growing in strength 
ever since the campaign opened, are now at 
fever heat, and as a measure of precaution 
against any disturbance the Government has 
dispatched military assistance to the author- 
ities in many rural districts. Ever since the 
dissolution of the Diet the campaign has been 
actively proceeding and the various meet- 
ings have been marked with disorder. In 
some cases actual fighting occurred and it 
was necessary forthe police to intervene to 
restore peace. The excitement in the vicin- 
ity of the polling places throughout the coun- 
try is intense. Inthis city fears are enter- 
tained that an outbreak may occur, and the 
police and military are held in their barracks 
in readiness for any emergency.

Horrible Butchery by Some of Stanley’s 
Portuguese Explorers. 


NEW Lonk, Jan. 28.—Correspondence from 
St. Paul, De Londa, Africa, under date Dec. 
1, says: Late advices which have come to 
this city from Boma, in the Oongo Free State, 
bring newsto the effect that the American 
mission, which is established on the Congo 
River in the neighborhood of the Palla Balla 
Station, has been made the scene of a terri- 
ble tragedy in which five American mission 
aries, three menand two women, and seven 
native converts and servaats lost their lives 
at the hands of murderers. Itis also men- 
tioned that all of the mission buildings, 


schools, residence and granaries, were 
burned to the ground and the cultivated 
felds laid waste. No evidence*has yet been 
discovered which conclusively show whothe 
perpetrators of the cruel murders are, but 
suspicion points with something like cer- 
tainty to a number of haltf-civilized Portu- 
guese natives, members of the Loango tribe, 
who were originally taken in the Congo Free 
State by Explorer Henry M. Stanley.

Efforts of the Democratic Leaders in 
That Direction. 


EVOLVING A PLAN TO SUIT ALL SHADES 
OF TARIFF REFORMERS. 


The Silver Question Will be Sent to the 
Rear—Probable Action of the Caucus— 
South Carolina White Rep&mblicans 
Making Overtures for a Democratic Al- 
liance—Political News. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 28.—The policy of 
declaring the position of the Democratic 
House on the tariff and silver questions by 
means of a series of resolutions will probably 
be adopted by the Democratic caucus. The 
fight in caucus, if there isa fight, will proba- 
bly be over the character of the resolutions. 

The advocates of Senator Hill's policy of 
negation will urge the weakest possible reso- 
lutions in regard to the tariff, in order to 
keep protectionists, tariff reformers and free 
traders all within the fold. The more earnest 
tariff reformers will probably propose substi- 
tute resolutions defining more fully the attli- 
tude ofthe party in favor o® free raw ma- 
terials, reduced duties on manufactured 
products and revenue yielding duties on lux- 
uries, 

Tne reformers say that the character of the 
tariff resolution will determine whether or 
not they willaccept the planof substituting 
resolutions for a general tariff bill. They 
wanta policy which means something and 
does not look like a cowardly evasion of the 
issue. Mr. Springer stili adheres to his policy 
of bringing tariff bills dealing with single 
articles, but he seems in no hurry to act, and 
said yesterday he did not know just how 
soon he should call a meeting of the Ways 
and Means Committee; and they have re. 
sultedinno agreement. Probably nothing 
decisive will be done by the committee until 
the entire problem of tariff action is submit- 
ted to a caucus. 

Some of the Eastern members of the House, 
who are very much in earnest on the subject 
of revenue reduction, are willing to accept 
strong resolutions on the tariff and silver 
questions in preference to attempts at legis- 
| lation which might result in the passage of a 
free coinage bill. Their purpose, next to re- 

forming the tariff, is to post pone or defeat 

free coinage, and they are ready for almost 
any honorable compromise which may ac- 
complish this result. If the question was 
simply one of the tayiff, they would probably 
insist upon a general tariff bill, butif the 
adoption ofa series of resolutions means 
that there will be no silver legislation. they 
may be brought to accept this programme. 

The silver resolutions, according to the 
Gorman-Brice programme, will simply fol- 
low the idea of Senator Hill, that the silver 
act of 1890 should be repealed, and that an 
international conference on the silver ques- 
tion should be called. It is hoped thatthe 
Eastern men willl unite with the Western 
menupon this proposition, and that both 
sides will be contentto let the matter drop 
with the adoption of such a resolution. 

There will be opposition to it from the free 
coinage extremis, but they will oe 
yield to the decree of the caucus. yhether 
they do or not they could hardly muster 
votes enough in the Houseto everthrow the 

rogramme which the caucus had adopted. 
No caucus has yet been called, butthe lead- 
ers will probably get together soon after the 
rules have been adopted ard agree upon a 
Gefinite programme.

A BOGUS CORPSE. 


A Wax Figure Said to Have Personated a 
Defaulter’s Body. 

NEw BRUNSWICK, N. J., Jan. 28.—A meeting 
of the stockholders of the Jamesburg Bank, 
whose cashier, T. Wilton Hill, has been de- 
claredan embezzler for a large amount by 
Bank Examiner Stone, broke up in the great- 
est disorder upon receipt of information, al- 
leged to be reliable, that Hill is not dead, and 
that a waxen figure was placed in the coffin 


which was believed to contain the body. 

Some credence was placed in the story 
when the fact was recalled that noone but 
Hill’s immediate family were present at the 
funeral. A local physician had been called in 
when Hill was stricken with the grip, and no 
one was admitted to the sick cham- 
ber. When Hill's death was announced 
but little time elapsed before the 
body was buried. ‘The rumor that Hill is still 
alive is being intensified by the report that 
he has been seen within the past few days on 
Fourteenth street, New York, in company 
witha woman whose name bas been con- 
nected with his defalcation. As Hill’s life 
was insured for $20,000a few days before he 
was said to have died it is thought this may 
have some bearing onthe case. The insur- 
ance companies are investigating the mat- 
ter. 

The Examiner found that Hill had stolen 
$50,000 from the Jamesburg Bank. Thestock- 
holders are to held liable for $15,000 over 
the amount redlized from Hill's available 
assets. A vote taken by the stockholders 
yesterday on the question of the bank’s con- 
tinuance resulted n a tie. Two-thirds of the 
stockholders have announced their intention 
of contesting any suits brought against them 
to recover the deficiency. It is not believed 
here that this effort on their part to save 
themselves will succeed.as the fact has come 
to light that the bank officers had neglected 
to place him under bond last year.

RIOTOUS MINERS. 


Strong Show of Force Necessary to Re- 
store Order in Spain. 


MADRID, Jan. 28.—The proclamation ofa 
state of siege at Bilbao has had the effect of 
cowing the riotous iron and copper miners in 
the vicinity of that city. The local civil and 
military authorities were not able to hold the 
rioters in check, and they had matters pretty 
mucb their own way until last evening, when 
Gen. Loma and his battalions of ingantry, his 
cannon and detachment of lancers, arrived 


at the scene of the disturbances. Tne 
knowledge then dawned upon the rioters 
that the Government did not propose to stand 
any nonsense. The striking miners had yes- 
terday attacked the troops from Bilbao sent 
to restore order, and last night they seized a 
dynamite depot and made many threats of the 
damage they would do unless their protests 
against the reduction in their wages, which 
was the cause of the strike, were heeded. 
Their courage oozed away, however, when 
Gen. Loma took charge of affairs, and those 
who had been most violent in their denunci- 
ation of the mine owners and the authorities 
soon assumed a more conciliatory manner. 

Gen. Loma gave the strikersto understand 
that should the occasion arise he would shoot 
all rioters down without mercy. He told 
them that he was there to restore and main- 
tain order and he intended to do so, no mat- 
ter what the cost of life might be. This de- 
termined enunciation of the military com- 
mander’s intentions had the desired effect, 
and to-day everything is quiet throughout 
the district. The strikers who have been ar- 
rested will be tried by court martial.

According to the Chicago Tribune Jack 
Chinn has been let out as starter at Garfield 
Park, Chicago: As Col; Chinn is well known 
in this city, where he has numerous friends, 
and as he is to be the starter at the new East 
St. Louls Jockey Ciub, whose meeting 
opens here next Saturday, this news will be 
of particular interest to the people of St. 
Louis. Col. Chirtn’s ownership of horses is, 
ij is estimated, the cause of his 
being let out. While the starter has 
owned the Kentucky Stable it was under- 
stood here that after taking the 
position of stagter at Garfield Park Col. 
Chinn sold his stable or at least made a nom- 
inal transfer of it. The Tribune article says 
the case may get into the courts as he ob- 
jects to being let out. Below is the Tribune 
article on the subject. 

The face of Col. Jack Chinn will beam no 
more from the starter’s stand at Garfield 
Park. While Dame Rumor has been busy 
with Garfield Park affairs lately, and has 
sent broadcast some queer stories about new 
tracks at Loulsvilie, San Francisco and other 
points it has not neglected to circulate the 
story of Col. Chinn’s dismissal. No direct 
cause is assigned for it, but the reasons are 
not hard to surmise. 

In the first place Col, Chinn is part owner 
of the Kentucky Stable, which rachd all sum- 
mer at Garfield. Bookmakers and owners 
alike entered mild protests against Col. 
Chinn starting his own horses. No fraud of 
any kind was alleged, but they claimed, and 
with good cause, too, that an owner 
had no business with the starter’s 
flag in races in which his own horses were 
engaged. Then, too, it has been an open se- 
cret for some time that the relations of Col. 
Chinn and the erstwhile autocrat, Lewis 
Clark, were not the most pleasant in the 
world, and Mr. Clark’s influence may have 
brought about the result. 

During the summer and fall, while Haw- 
thorne remained closed, the Garfield Park 
officials paid Little heed,to the protests of 
horsemen and bookmakers, and when the 
season was brought to an abrupt close came 
to a verbal agreement with Col. Chinn to 
start this year. During the winter it devel- 
oped that Eg Corrigan was preparing for an 
active campaign this season, and forthwith 
the Garfield people became solicitous for the 
wants and wishes of the bookmakers and 
owners. Col. Chinn in due time received 
a politely worded missive telling him that 
his services would not be wanted the comin 
season. He was wrathful clear through, an 
had not cooled off during his recent visit 
here. He announced that he would hold the 
club to the verbal agreement, and the matter 
may be aired in the courts. 

In the meantime the club is hustling for 
another starter, and has made an Eastern 
man a flattering offer, which he is consider- 
ing.

THE CASE’ PRESENTED TO THE STATE 
DEPARTMENT AT WASHINGTON. 


Says Americans Need Protection in 
Other Countries Than Chili—His De 


by Turkish Officials. 


New Ton, Jan. 28.—Mr. Lee Meriwether, 
ex-Labor Commissioner of Missouri, arrived 
in New York yesterday on the Aller, return- 
ing from an eight months’ trip through Med- 
iterranean countries. 

He will leave for Washington to- morrow to 
lay before the State Department a demand 
tor damages from the Turkish Government 
for idegal imprisonment at Smyrna last Oc- 
tober. 

Speaking of his experience in the Smyrna 
prison Mr. Meriwether said to the wi cain <= 
PATCH correspondent: 

he Egyptian steamer on which I took 
passage at Athens, arrived at Smyrna Satur- 
day, Oct. 10, 1891, at 9 o’clock in the morning. 
It was my intention to trans-ship immedi- 
ately to the Austrian Lloyd steamer Mi- 
nerva, bound for Jaffa, but as my supply of 
ready money had dwindled to a few franes, 
I fonnd myself obliged to go ashore for a visit 
to the banger. At the Custom-house I com- 
plied with the demand for papers by exhibit- 
ing the regular American passport, issued by 
the Secretary of State, but the customs o- 
cial declared this insufficient because lacking 
a Turkish Oonsul’s visa. He said the une 
for attempting to enter Turkish territory 
without such visa was £1 ($4.90), I pro- 
tested that I did not mean to remain in 
Smyrna, that I merely trans-shipped there 

was going ashore only in order to get 
money. When this explanation proved un- 
satisfactory I requested my passport, stating 
that I would not go ashore at all, but would 
have myself conveyed at once aboard the 
Austrian steamer. Instead of permitting 
this, the officer conducted me to a room in 
another partof the building, where the Chief 
of Customs renewed the demand for money 
and where, finding myself in the hands. of 
brigands, I agreed to accede to their de- 
mands as soon as I had procured funds at the 
bank. To my surprise this was not satisfac- 
tory. They 9 me to. the money on 
the spot—a physical im ty as I had 
not the sum about me. I showed my letter 


of credit and circular note of Thos. Cook & 
Son, and asked to be escorted to theirSmyrna

After further recounting his treatment by 
the Turks, Mr. Meriwether said:
